intensive processing for it to run 
slow. It can also be run in parallel 
mode. Being able to use a com¬ 
puter in parallel mode opens up a 
whole new world in science pro¬ 
gramming capabilities. A person 
who would wait a few hours for 
the results of a program may now 
wait from several minutes to 
about an hour. 

Like Neptune, Jupiter is 
connected to the Internet. This 
gives students and faculty to do 
research and gather more infor¬ 
mation than was possible. In fact 
some have complained that there 
is so much information that peo¬ 
ple ask “Where do I begin?”

Ftp is a file transfer protocol, allowing the user to go to anoth¬ 
er computer and transfer files. These files could consist of an upgrade to 
software for your PC from Microsoft There are many anonymous ftp 
sites that allow people to access the remote computer and not have an 
account on that computer. There are thousands of these ftp sites. They 
store all kinds of information. Ftp.nasa.gov is a site that NASA has for 
the general public to gather information about shuttle and rocket mis¬ 
sions. Pictures gathered are at another site. 

Students have access to an account on Jupiter. They are avail¬ 
able through the Academic Computing Center in Olsen. If for no other 
reason than too type ire and chat on the iaigest group phone line in the 
world!

Rutgers President comes under Fire 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N.J. - 
Students are calling for the resig¬ 
nation of Rutgers University’s 
president after he gave a speech 
in which he said African 
Americans lack the “genetic 
hereditary code” to score well on 
standardized tests. 

After hearing the words of 
Rutgers University President 
Francis Lawrence, minority stu¬ 
dents staged a silent protest 
march on the New Brunswick 
campus. Rutgers student govern¬ 
ment organizations, African 
American student organizations 
and the local chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) have called for 
Lawrence’s immediate resigna¬ 
tion. 

Lawrence, however, says 
he didn’t mean what he said. “It 
is an absolute contradiction of 
everything I believe, of every¬ 
thing I stand for, and of every¬ 
thing that I have done throughout 
my life,” Lawrence said the day 
after the speech went public. “I 
regret it. 1 do regret it. I certainly 
regret those comments.” 

In November, Lawrence 
spoke to about 30 faculty mem¬ 
bers on various academic matters. 
During his three hour speech, 
Lawrence said: “The average 
SAT for African Americans is 
750. Do we set standards in the 
future so that we don’t admit any¬ 
body with the national test? Or do 
we deal with a disadvantaged 
population that doesn't have that 
genetic hereditary background to 
have a higher advantage?” 

Lawrence’s statement 
didn’t receive much attention 
until late January, when officials 
for the American Association of 
University Professors, which rep¬ 
resents the university’s 2,000 
instructors, played a tape of the 
speech to hear Lawrence’s opin¬ 
ion on faculty tenure. 


In 1994, Caucasian high 
school students averaged 938 on 
the SAT, while African 
Americans averaged 750. 
Averages for th ACT were simi¬ 
lar 21.4 for white students, 17.0 
for black students. 

Critics of standardized tests 
say that the difference in score 
averages can be attributed to 
poverty levels, communities, 
schools and the individual cur¬ 
riculum of each student. 

“The SAT is designed to 
measure skills, not intelligence,” 
said Jan Gams, a spokesperson 
for the College Board, which 
administers the SAT. “Students’ 
skills are usually determined by 
the preparation they’ve been 
given.” 

Lawrence later said that he 
was trying to say that “standard¬ 
ized tests should not be used to 
exclude disadvantaged students 
on the trumped-up grounds that 
such tests measure inherent abili¬ 
ty, because I believe they do not.” 

But for some minority stu¬ 
dents, it was too late for explana¬ 
tions. 

“People say things like this 
and then later on they say they 
didn’t mean it,’ said Cassandra 
Novel, a junior at Rutgers, where 
nearly 10 percent of the universi¬ 
ty’s 47,000 students are African 
American.”You would think the 
president of the university would 
be someone smart enough to 
watch what he says. But what if 
he’s just saying what he thinks? 
That’s the scary part.” 

New Jersey Gov. Christine 
Whitman was puzzled by 
Lawrence’s remarks as well. 

“I know people make stupid 
statements. Lord knows I have 
myself,” she told reporters after 
hearing about the incident. 
“These remarks are so troubling, 
though. That kind of aspersion 
about genetic inferiority has no 
place in our society.”

You may have seen those 
little metal pellets around campus. 
You might have even watched 
friends at concerts as they inhaled 
gas from balloons or plastic bags 
and then laughed their heads off. 
.They’re sniffing nitrous oxide- 
known as “hippie crack” at some 
schools-which is becoming an 
increasingly popular way for stu¬ 
dents to get high. 

It’s become so pervasive 
because it’s cheap-$l gets you a 
whippet pellet-and it’s easy to get. 
Nitrous oxide is also called laugh¬ 
ing gas, the same kind dentists 
use, and it’s most commonly used 
as a propellant for whipped cream 
cans. 

Nitrous oxide is especially 
popular on college campuses 
because many students do it at 
raves and at concerts, particularly 
the Grateful Dead shows and 
other outdoor festivals where it’s 
not unusual to see a guy carting 
around a tank of the gas and sell¬ 
ing it for $5 a balloon-full, says 
Kayla Kirkpatrick, youth program 
coordinator for the International 
Institute on Inhalant Abuse in 
Englewood, Colo. 

Whippets are sold by the 
case at gourmet stores for use in 
cake decorating and other food 
preparation, but they also can be 
bought at head and porno shops. 
A few states, such as Ohio, have 
decreed that nitrous oxide can 
only be sold for food or dental 
purposes, but it’s legal in all 50 
states. The Food and Drug 
Administration says N2) is neither 
a dangerous drug or food product. 

“Students think that because 
they see whippets around all the 
time and because the dentist uses 
it, it must be okay,” Kirkpatrick

says. “But the difference is that 
dentists are using nitrous oxide in 
a controlled environment, and 
they’ve been trained to use it 
properly.” 

The laughing gas dentists 
use, Kirkpatrick says, is 80 per¬ 
cent oxygen as opposed to the 100 
percent nitrous oxide inhaled in 
whippets or gas-filled balloons. 

People who sniff nitrous 
oxide get an immediate rush that 
often makes then laugh and feel 
dizzy and euphoric. Because the 
gas has replaced oxygen in the 
blood stream, it also makes the 
sniffers’ hands and feet tingle and 
can cause them to lose their bal¬ 
ance. The high, which produces a 
psychological addiction, lasts only 
a few minutes and compels users 
to inhale more and more to reach 
new levels of euphoria. 

Most people get hangover¬ 
like headaches the next day, but 
prolonged users can damage their 
bone marrow, reproductive sys¬ 
tems and brain. Sometimes it 
makes people pass out; some even 
die. 

The International Institute 
on Inhalant Abuse (IIIA) reports 
34 deaths nationwide have been 
caused from nitrous oxide or other 
fumes. But Kirkpatrick empha¬ 
sizes that there are no accurate 
U.S. death statistics, because 
inhalants often contribute to death 
but may not be the actual cause of 
it. Take, for example, the case of 
the 21-year-old suburban Chicago 
man who drowned in a pool after 
doing whippets. Inhaling the gas 
caused him to pass out and fall off 
a raft he was floating on. The 
coroner ruled his death was by 
drowning. 

In England, though, the IIIA 
estimated that on-fifth of all first- 
time sniffers died. 

“It can be a mind-altering 


thing,” says Eleanor Sargent, a 
counselor at the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse (NIDA). “It’s 
such a waste to see so much 
potential in wonderful people who 
take a sniff of something and who 
don’t come back to their original 
selves. 

NIDA estimates that 
300,000 people between the ages 
of 18 and 25 used inhalants in 
1991, and that as the trend has 
become more popular, it’s also 
become more widely accepted. 


Inhalants are considered the fourth 
most popular drug in America, 
behind alcohol, tobacco and mari¬ 
juana, according to recent NIDA 
studies. 

Nitrous oxide tends to be the 
gas of choice on college campuses 
while abuse of other inhalants, 
such as gasoline, air fresheners 
and nail polish, is being seen more 
and more among younger kids, 
some only in grade school, 
NIDA’s Sargent says.

Astronauts Taste Test Coke 

Boulder, Colo.-Coke-guzzling astronauts on this month’s space shuttle discovery 
mission won’t be drinking the soft drink to quench their thirsts or give themselves a 
caffeine boost. 

Instead, astronauts will dnnk Coke and Diet coke to test taste-perceptions in 
space, said Louis Stodieck, associate director of the University of Colorado’s 
BioServe Space Technologies Center. 

University of Colorado students and faculty and other researchers have devel¬ 
oped a new device known as the Fluids Generic Bioprocessing Apparatus, which will 
allow astronauts to drink the carbonated soft drink during the flight. 

Since bubbly drinks have the tendency to foam in zero gravity, astronauts will 
dispense and drink 1.65 liters each of Coca-Cola and diet coke while using the new 
apparatus. 

The technology we’ve developed to dispense gas-saturated liquids in micro- 
gravity without foaming will have application to other Bioserve projects such as 
nutrient-delivery systems for plants grown in space,” said Alex Hoehn, A CU 
research associate. 

Astronauts undergo accelerated physiological changes in space and report 
changes in taste-perception, said Stodieck. Such taste changes on Earth often are tied 
to physiological changes associated with aging, disease and bed rest. 

Test results could lead to the development of better-tasting foods and beverages 
for future space travelers as well as the elderly and chronically ill on Earth. 

The experiment is sponsored by The Coca-Cola Company in Atlanta. 


Missing Student Lived in Science Center 

Gainesville, Fla.-The University of Florida’s Health Science Center is a lot of things 
to a lot of people. But for one student, the Center was home sweet home. 

Lashonda Denise Grier, a UF sophomore, lived in the Center for nearly three 
months, often wearing lab coats and carrying medical tools to help conceal her iden¬ 
tity. 

According to Gainesville police, Grier had last been seen in class on Sept. 24. 
Her father reported her missing on Oct. 14. Grier apparently stayed at the Center until 
late December, when security guards found her sleeping in a hospital waiting room. 

The university’s Health Science Center is made up of numerous buildings 
which house various medical schools and the university hospital. 


“She was doing her best to stay hidden,” said Angie Tipton, spokesperson for 
the university’s police department. “It appears that she used all the resources that 
were available to her.” 

Police said that Grier stole a set of keys and used them to enter various rooms 
and buildings. Grier often slept in waiting rooms within the center, while using the 
hospital’s locker room for showering. 

At the time of her arrest, police discovered Grier’s locker, which contained var¬ 
ious pieces of hospital apparel, as well as a plastic set of teeth and three blood pres¬ 
sure kits. 

Although Grier lived in a campus residence hall in the summer, she did not reg¬ 
ister for campus housing for the fall semester. 

Grier was arrested and charged with three counts of burglary and three counts 
of theft before being released into her father’s custody. 


Profs Create Classical Mix for Airline Passengers 

Pittsburgh-consider this: the classical music you hear piped into your airline head¬ 
phones during your next flight could be somebody’s class project. 

USAir is working with Carnegie Mellon University to produce 90-minute clas¬ 
sical music tapes for their passengers. 

The project began last fall, when the airline asked CMU professors to compile 
90 minutes of classical music that would be appealing to their passengers. The pro¬ 
fessors chose the music, wrote scripts for narrators and acted as hosts for the 90- 
minute programs. The programs will air on USAir’s in-flight classical music station 
for two months. 

Soon after, CMU professors got their students into the act, assigning the tapes 
as a way to help gauge their students’ knowledge of all things classical. 

Now, CMU is offering a course in broadcast production, which teaches the 
technical and aesthetic necessities of a compilation tape. The final project for the 
course is a 90-minute tape, complete with narration and explanation. The best entries 
then will be used by USAir. 

“It’s a way to enhance our students’ understanding and appreciation of classical 
music,” says Marilyn Taft Thomas, head of CMU’s music department. 

Although the airline covers the costs of production, CMU receives no payment 
for the project. 

According to USAir spokesperson Mary Jo Capizzi, the airline has approached 
other universities to work on tapes for their 11 other music channels. Indiana 
University’s music department also is working on tapes for the airline’s jazz channel.

Nominations for the Academy Awards 

Forrest Gump walks away with 13 Nominations including Best Picture 


Last week when the nomi¬ 
nations for the 67th Annual 
Academy Awards were announced, 
Forrest Gump came out on top with 
13 nominations, including Best 
Picture, Best Director, and Best 
Actor; the most for a movie since 
1966’s Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? Also in the Best Picture cat¬ 
egory are: Pulp Fiction, Four 
Weddings and a Funeral, Quiz 
Show, and TheShawshank Redemp¬ 
tion. Gump's 13 nominations tie it 
with Gone With the Wind (1939), 
From FI ere to Eternity (1953), and 
Mary Poppins (1964); the record for 
the most is held by All About Eve, 
the 1950 predecessor to Single White 
Female that starred Bette Davis and 
Anne Baxter. With seven apiece, 
Pulp Fiction, Bullets Over 
Broadway, and The Shawshank 
Redemption are in a three-way tie 
for second most nominations. 

1993’s Best Actor winner 
Tom Hanks is again nominated for 
the same award in Gump-, challeng¬ 
ing him is Paul Newman ( Nobody's 
Fool), John Travolta ( Pulp Fiction), 
Morgan Freeman (The Shawshank 
Redemption), and Nigel Hawthorne 
(The Madness of King George). 

Jodie Foster, who won in 1991 for 
The Silence of the Lambs, is nomi¬ 
nated for (yet another) Best Actress 
award for her potrayal of Nell-, up 
against her are Winona Ryder (Little 
Women), Miranda Richardson (Tom 
& Viv), Jessica Lange ( Blue Sky), 
and Susan Sarandon (The Client). 

Though talent may seem 
unevenly dispersed in these previous 
categories, the Best Director catego¬ 
ry is a much more even battle:

Exotica 

Exotica, a male written, 
directed, and produced by a Tom 
Egoyar, is a warped view of how 
one man copes with the tragic 
loss of his daughter. 

Our first glimpse of the 
night club Exotica, is through the 
eyes of Francis Brown. Brown, is 
a frequent patron of the club; 
owned and operated by a woman 
named Zoe. It is here that Brown 
is able to retreat into a world of 
illusion. A world where his mur¬ 
dered daughter is still very much 
alive. 

Aiding him in his fantasy is 
a young dancer named Christine, 
who we are first introduced to as 
she is stripping to a Leonard 
Cohen song. 

Francis obsession with 
Christina is left unexplained until 
the end of the movie, when we 
learn that she used to babysit his 
daughter Lisa. 

Francis isn’t the only man 
intrigued by Christina. Eric, the 
clubs D.J., was once involved 
with her also, and does every¬ 
thing in his power to keep other 
men away. To further confuse the 
plot, Eric also happens to be the 
father of Zoe's unborn child. 

Eventually, Thomas, a pet 
shop owner, gets thrown into the 
mix. Brown soon discovers that 
Thomas is smuggling exotic ani¬ 
mals into the country. After Eric 
throws him out of Exotica, 
Francis Brown persuades 
Thomas to go undercover. It is 
Brown's intention to kill Eric for 
shattering his fantasy. It is 
Thomas duty to lure the DJ out of 
the club, where a crazed Francis 
will be waiting with a gun. 
Before he can pull the trigger, the 
grieving father learns that it was 
Eric who found Lisa’s dead body. 


Because both men have shared 
this horrible experience, they now 
have a better understanding of 
each other. 

While the plot seems very 
interesting, the excessive nudity 
seems to detract from what the 
characters are saying. In fact it 
seemed as if there was more 
nudity than dialogue. Another 
problem was the abandonment of 
certain story lines. For instance, 
there was a scene where Zoe 
kissed Christina. What does this 
mean? Well, we don’t know; this 
was never followed up. Also, 
Thomas was being seduced by a 
gay customs official, who just 
happened to know about his 
smuggling operation. 

Unfortunately, nothing came of 
this either. 

Perhaps the most annoying 
aspect of this film, however, is 
the fact that you never really 
understand what is going on. 
Your left to wonder what each 
scene means, until at the end, 
everything is revealed. This end¬ 
ing would be great for a Sherlock 
Holmes movie, but at this point 
your forced to go back and re¬ 
examine each scene just to figure 
out its significance in the overall 
picture. 

For reasons such as these. 
Exotica will never reach a theater 
near you. Although it is a good 
candidate for USA Up All Night!

Lardroom is the new 
release by Barkmarket. It’s the 
five song EP that was recorded 
over a brief time between tours 
last winter. Rock Savage, 
drums, John Nowlin, bass guitar 
and voice on “Pushin’ Air”, 
David Sardy, guitar and voice, 
and Greg Gordon, live sound, 
make up Barkmarket. The EP 
was produced by David Sardy 
and recorded and mixed by 
David Sardy and Greg Gordon 
of the band (except for “Pushin” 
Air” which was recorded and 
mixed by John Nowlin and Greg 
Gordon). 

Lardroom is a loud, noisy, 
and twisted release. Most of the 
songs in this EP sound alike. 
The first song on the EP is ‘‘I 
Drown”. This little ditty is prob¬ 
ably the best on the whole EP. 
David Sardy tries to sing like 
Trent Reznor of Nine Inch Nails 
and does it horribly. The lyrics 
on ‘‘I Drown” are good, but they 
do not have any sort of rhythm 
of musical touch to it. The rest 
of the band are talented. It just 
doesn’t come together. This for¬ 
mat is repeated in “Dig In’ and 
‘‘Johnny Siv”. “Pushin” Air” 
doesn’t follow the format, it 
sounds like if you mix Nine Inch 
Nails and the Beastie Boys. It’s 
a bad mix. But if you like punk, 
you might enjoy “Little White 
Dove”. “Little White Dove” fol¬ 
lows the format except for the 
chorus where it is heavily influ¬ 
enced by punk. 

The band reported saying 
that the EP was named 
Lardroom because it is the place 
they see themselves; the lard¬ 
room is the place in the slaugh¬ 
terhouse where all the fat is 
siphoned off.

EXTREME 

Waiting for the punchline 

Extreme is back on the 
music scene once again. They 
have returned with Waiting for 
the punchline ; it’s their fourth 
and hardest rocking album yet. It 
seems as if Extreme is out to 
show the public that they are 
more than just a flash in the pan 
rock group (Mr. Big). The group 
is most known for their top ten 
hit ballad, “More than words.” 
On Waiting for the punchline , 
you won’t here a song like that. 
The slowest song on the album is 
probably one of the heaviest 
Extreme has ever made. 

The album begins with the 
hard driving song “There is no 
God” which is led by a grungy 
guitar riff that is very reminis¬ 
cent to R.E.M.’s “What’s the fre¬ 
quency Kenneth?” The song is 
great, but it sounds odd when the 
band sings the background 
vocals. Another example of the 
off- beat back up vocals is on the 
song “Cynical”. The group just 
seems out of place with their 
soprano voices up against the 
gritty guitar sound along with the 
powerful drums. It’s like the 
Brady Bunch singing a Pantera 
song. 

The group should definite¬ 
ly be commended for this extra¬ 
ordinary album. They certainly 
made quite an effort to break the 
mold of being the every day 


“glamrock” band that people are 
used to. Most people see 
Extreme as a group that is into 
looking nice and sounding pret¬ 
ty. Even the group Nirvana 
called Extreme “a total schlock- 
rock band” David Grohl from 
Nirvana said, “I don’t think 
they’re aware of how much they 
suck.” 

It appears that Extreme’s 
newest release “Hip today” is a 
response to Nirvana's comments 
and other bands that have made a 
big splash on the music scene in 
recent years. The tune boasts the 
lyrics, ‘‘Hip today, you’ll be 
gone tomorrow.” Apparently 
Extreme feels that their music 
will stand the test of time. If they 
keep producing albums like this, 
they’ll surely be around for a 
long time. 

It seems that one of the 
main reasons this album is much 
different from the others is the 
new drummer along with a less 
prominent Nuno Bettencourt. 
After previous drummer Paul 
Geary stepped down to be the 
bands manager, the group hired 
Mike Mangini. He’s a very tal¬ 
ented drummer that has definite¬ 
ly brought a whole new sound to 
Extreme. In every song on the 
album, the drums stand-out more 
than any other aspect of the 
band. It seems like the drums 
don’t quit for a second. In fact 
they make such an impact that 
it’s as if they don’t go away. Just 
a continual thrashing of symbols 
and bass, even when there’s a 
pause between songs. 

Nuno’s guitar playing is, 
as always, a force to be reckoned 
with. He is considered to be one 
of the top guitarists in the world. 
In albums past, Nuno and his 
guitar took center stage, and car¬ 
ried the band. Now he has 
backed down a bit and is letting 
the other members take more 
part in the songs. The bands 
bassist Pat Badger has a solo in 
almost every song. His sound is 
very outstanding in the funky 
blues song “Naked.” This is a 
song about the wrongs of preju¬ 
dice. Lead singer Gary Cherone 
screams, “By the cover you mis¬ 
judge the book.” 

Gary does plenty of 
screaming throughout the album. 
At times you could swear that he 
is from a punk band. In the very 
heavy tune “No respect”, he does 
plenty of yelling and screaming. 

It even sounds as if he snapped a 
vocal chord during one of the 
lines. His diverse lead vocals 
don't stop there. In four different 
songs he uses a distortion device 
on his voice. It is a far cry from 
past Extreme anthems. 

The one song that is des¬ 
tined to be a big success is 
“Leave me alone.” It sounds like 
something you’d hear from the 
Beatles or Blind Melon. It is 
hard hitting and upbeat with a 
basic message. It’s about a man 
who simply wants to be left 
alone.

“Hawk-ey.” The Lowell Men beat 
Amberst 7-4 not once, but both 
nights. 

Brendon Concannon, who 
stayed pretty quiet during the 
beginning of the season speaks out 
now. Concannon got his first col¬ 
lege hat trick during Friday night’s 
game, this brings him to his 11th 
goal of the season.
